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Jury trials 


due soon 
in Glades 


When the state legislature 
adjourned last Friday, two 
major changes were made 
possible for the system of 
justice in the Glades, one by 
an action taken by the 
legislature's last day and 
another by а ЫШ the 
legislature didn't act on. 

The legislature passed an 
act which will allow jury 
trials to be held in western 
Palm Beach County, with all 
the jurors chosen from this 
area. 

On ‘he other hand the 
legislature insured by taking. 
^" action that cases now 
being tried in municipal 
courts in Belle Glade, South 
Bay and Pahokee will also be 
tried in the court presided 
over by Palm Beach County 
Circuit Judge Don Adams. 

The bill, sponsored by 
William A. Freeman of Key 
West will allow more than 
one pool of jurors to be 
made up ín the county 
according to a spokesman 
from Representative Tom 
Lewis’ office, but it has two 
basic differences from the 
bill introduced by Lewis to 
accomplish the same pur- 


pose. 

The first difference is that 
the bill which was passed in 
the waning hours of the 1976 
legislature only allows coun- 
ties with a population of 
more than 50,000 set up the 
two or more pools of jurors 
and . wouldn't affect Palm 


Beach County. 
"Phe second difference, 
which ‘ould affect the 


county, is. that. Freeman's 
bill, ü of empowering 


tbe county. commission to 
make the change on its own, 


make the change at 
request of a majority of the 
county circuit judges. 

Jury trials is one of a 
number of changes Judge 
Adams has sought to 
incorporate into: his court 
since being appointed by 
Gov. Reubin Askew, but it 
has been one of the hardest 
to make because state law 
only allowed a single pool of 
jurors to be formed in each 
county. 

Judge Thomas Schultz, 
chief of the 15th Judicial 
Circuit,, which makes ор 
Palm Beach County, agreed 
last November {о allow 
Adams to try non-jury 
felony cases but has held off 
on jury trials. 

If seven of the 12 judges 
in the circuit, however, ask 
the Palm Beach County 
Commission, another jury 
district could be set up for 
the people who live in the 
western part of the county. 
There is a possibility other 
jury districts could also be 
set up in the south and north 
parts.of the county. 

Adams said Tuesday he 
wasn't aware at that time 
the legislature had passed 
the bill but thought it ‘was, 
“very news” which 
could lead to total court 
service in the Glades. 

Adams also 
cautious optimism over the 
idea ol taking over the case 
load from Belle Glade, South 
Bay and Pahokee city courts 
on Jan. l, 1977 saying he 
` didn't believe they would 
amount to much more than 
one "judge-day" per week. 

He said there would, of 
course, be problems in

system and added he feels 
the cities should be getting 
about as much money in 
fines as under the present 
system. 

He said one area which 
‘could be a problem, how- 
ever, was the close touch the 
municipal courts can keep on 
the local community, 

"I would cite the Belle 
Glade city court as doing a 
fantastic job," he said. "As 
an outsider, that court is a 
perfect example of a very 
well run system. Not only 
do they have an experienced 
jurist (as judg: )but the real 
key to their success was that 
the court system and the 
Inw enforcement people 
combined had a finger on 
the pulse of the community. 


"They have а good 
reaction time to judicial 
problems,” he said. “I'm 
concerned that a circuit 


court could lose some of that 
control of the streets. I 
don't know it could happen 
but I am concerned,” 

He said there may be 
some good and some bad to 
come out of the shift of court 
cases out of the cities but 
said he believes it will be 
good in the long run. 

Its really hard. to 
improve a system without 
trying changes," Adams 
said. "If we don't try it, 
we'll never know if it will be 
an improvement. И it 
doesn't work, I'll be the first 
to go back to the legislature 


and ask to go back to 
municipal courts."

‘Involvement’ is given 
as reason for quitting 


[Editorial on Page 4] 


Involvement of city com- 
missioners was cited as the 
reason behind the resigna- 
tion of Belle Glade City 
Manager George Knoblock 
last week. 

Knoblock, who was hired 
by the commission eight 
months ago to replace 
former City Manager Wil- 
liam Mallery, whose resigna- 
tion the commission request- 
ed 14 months ago, said the 
involvement was one of two 
reasons he was resigning his 


position. 

"Ive been here. eight 
months," Knoblock said in 
an initial statement, "and 


Ive analyzed the circum: 
stances within the city, In 
view of my analysis, I feel it 
is appropriate for me to 
submit my resignation.” 

He said there had been no 
confrontation with the com- 
mission and the resignation 
was entirely his decision, 
that none of the commis. 
sioners had asked for it. 

Knoblock also said hous- 
ing had been a problem for 
him, that he had lived in five 
places’ during his eight 
months tenure with the city 
government and still hadn't 
found a suitable location. 

"It would be helpful if the 
city could resolve that 
problem," he said, suggest. 
ing one possibility might be 
for the city to purchase a 
house to rent to incoming 
city employ until they 
could find permanent hous- 
ing. 

„Не pointed out that Belle 


had: been employed 
February. and still hasn't 
found permanent housing. 
He said Webb is now living 
in camping facilities at the 
City Marina, 

When: pressed, Knoblock 
said that the “analysis of the 
circumstances” which led to 
his resignation was based on 
the fact tat when he was 
interviewed for his job with 
the city, he was told the city 
had a number of serious 
problems and the commis- 
sioners were looking for a 
strong city manager. 
Section 5-11 or the Belle 
Glade City Charter specifi 
czlly forbids city commis 
sioners’ invdwement in city 
employees directly and that 
pi in casos of inquiry 
aren't to influence. the 


in 


y manager in personnal 
matters. 

They said it was their 
intention to turn the 
administration over to the 
city manager and they 


would perform the function 
of commissioners in the 
sense of being а policy 
making body. 

"In some cases," he said, 
“I found that involvement, of 
some of the commissioners 
was beyond the degree I 
thought proper in light of 
my training.” 

Knoblock was quick to 
point out that he wasn't 
criticizing the commissioners 
for their involvement. 

"I've lived in Florida for 
30 years," Knoblock said, " 
but I'm a relative outsider 
here. I can't come into Belle 
Glade and criticize the way 
things are done. 

“It's up to me to analyze 
my goals and if they appear 
different than what is here, 
me to go 
he said. 
id he has no 
job offers and isn't sure 
what he will do when his 
resignation becomes effec- 


tive July 2. He did say, 
however, that some friends 
in Pasco County were 
talking to him about the 
possibility of his running for 
the position of state 
representative from that 


area. 

Knoblock was hired Sept. 
24, 1975. He had been the 
county administrator of 
Pasco County. Before that 
he had been the city 
manager in New Port 
Richey and at one time was 
the mayor of Dania. 


There had been some 
indication of friction be- 
tween the city manager and 
Mayor William Grear for 
several weeks Ыш that 
friction came into the open 
during the May 10 -City 
Commission meeting. 

Grear at that time blasted 
Knoblock said he had been 
unable to find city em 
ployees on an emergency

He pointed out that he 
had more than earned his 
salary in the increased 
efficiency of the operation of 
the Belle Glade Country 
Club, bringing it out of more 
than $34,000 deficit last year 
into the black this year.

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That's the law! 


“The trouble with George Knoblock is that he’s 
too professional." 

That was the analysis of the situation by one city 
official when he learned of Knoblock's resignation 
last week and while it may be impossible for a 
professional to be too professional, Knoblock comes 
close. 

And that's an indictment of the way things are 
run in Belle Glade. Knoblock wouldn't put it that 
way. The second city manager to resign his post in 
14 months said he didn't believe he should criticize 
city commissioners for interfering in the city's 
administration. 

All he would ‘say was that he was hired with the 
understanding the commissioners wanted a strong 
adininistrator who would allow them to stick to their 
job of setting policy and that, “In some cases, I 
found that involvement of some commissioners was 
beyond the degree I thought proper in light of my 
training.” 

But Knoblock wouldn't criticize. He said he felt 
he was still too much of an outsider to do that, and 
that’s not mentioning the fact he was the employee. 

But if the city manager won't or can't criticize, 
the city charter can. The charter uses crystal-clear 
language to absolutely prohibit the involvement of 
any commissioner with any city emiployee except the 
city manager. 

“Anyone with an. ear attuned to the city's 
operation knows that charter provision -has been 
violated on a wholesale basis and at least one 
commissioner has openly stated in more than one 
public meeting that he intends to continue violating 
it. 

"That's like the President of the United States, or 
a U.S. Senator, or a U.S. Congressman of a U.S. 
Supreme Court Justice going on record that they 
have violated the U.S. Constitution they have sworn 
to uphold and that they have every intention of 
continuing to violate it. 

Some of the five commissioners now setting 
policy for the City of Belle Glade have broken the law 
and at least one has openly indicated he will continue 
to break that same law. If the resigning city 
manager doesn't feel he is in a position to criticize 
them, we can and do. 

The commission will soon be looking for a 
replacement for George Knoblock and we fear«that. if 
the applicants find out why the city has lost two 
capable administrators in the past 14 months, this 
city won't be able to hire anything but a yes-man. 

If we do that, we might as well revert to a city 
council form of. government because that is what we 
will have. 

But that choice belongs'to the people, not the 
people's representatives. If those representatives 
make the decision, it would be nothing short of an 
unlawful seizure of power. 

That's the law. 


Good news! 


The adjournment of the state legislature last week 
left the Glades judicial system some good news апа 
what let's-hope-isn't-too-bad news. 

The passage of a jury districting bill gives real 
hope that in the near future anyone having to serve 
jury duty will serve it with out hàving to travel to 
the coast. . . and they'll be the peers on the juries of 
the Glades people being tried. 

Setting up another pool of jurors made up of. 
residents of the western part of Palm Beach County 
is one of those great ideas you wonder why no one 
ever thought of them before. 

It^makes sènse in every way and we congratulate 
Circuit Judge Don Adams in his efforts, along with 
Representatives Tom Lewis and Bill James. Lewis 
and James introduced legislation which would have 
allowed the creation of the seperate district and 
although it was another bill that was passed, their 
backing probably had something to do with it. 

The municipal courts, however, are a dead issue. 
The city courts of Belle Glade, South Bay.and 
Pahokee will be disrnantled by Jan. 1 of next year, a 
move a lot of people have been fighting. 

One of the arguments used by those who wanted 
to delay (permanently if possible) the death of the 
municipal courts has been that maybe a lot of the 
voters didn'tsknow whatethey were doing when they 
voted in Article V of the State Constitution. 

The trouble with that argument is that if you can 
second-guess the voters on one issue, why not 
second-guess them on every election that rolls

PHILADELPHIA, June 5, 1776-We have 
learned that Richard Henry Lee, chairman of the 
illustrious Virginia delegation, will within two days 
offér.a resolution in this Congress "that these 
United Colonies are & of right ought to be free and 
indépendent states." Lee will further propose that a 
plañ of confederation should be submitted promptly 
to the 13 colonies. 

All leaders here know Lee’s Proposal is coming. 
They are up late nights considering their vote or 
trying to get definite instruction from their 

tive colonies because this is the awesome 
Step-if they take it. - None of these proceedings is 
legal in George III's realm. But Richard Henry Lee 
will now ask men to vote for a treasonous 
resolution. It may result in the hanging of those 
who may favor it. 

Who is this Lee that he „should be the 
instrument to bring these leaders to this terrible 
choice? t 

Richard Henry Lee is mature, wealthy & very 
Virginian. In fact he is the third Richard Henry Lee 
in his line. Of all the powerful Virginians in the 
Congress today, this lanky stern-profiled orator is 
perhaps the boldest in defiance of the king. 

In the early struggle with England, it was Lee 
who first publicly denounced the Stamp Act — 
boldly authored the written protest to the king. It 
was Lee's Westmoreland County Association which 
formed to boycott British goods. It was Lee who, 
with-Thomas Jefferson & Patrick Henry, founded 
the. Virginia Committee of Correspondence to 
over-watch the Parliament & warn Americans of its 
tyrannies, 

Lee is closer to the radical Adamses of 
Massachusetts than most other Virginia 
He is especially a friend of John Adams, wi 
he works closely in the Congress. 

Richard Henry Lee is of course a marked man 
It was Lee who headed the association to resist the 
Stamp Act & personally marched to the house of 
the English official in charge, forcing him to 

(Surrender the official stamp papers, destroy his 
commission & swear he would not execute the 
Stamp Act orders, 

It was Lee, as a member of the first continental 
Congress, who urged non-importation of English 
trade goods. The action led to formation of the 


Continental Association--the first small step toward 


union of the colonies,

Sugar 

Brazil's 1976-77 sugar crop, which should begin 
to be harvested June 1, is expected to be more than 
a million tons larger than last season’s, with trade 
estimates ranging from 7.1 to 7.8 million tons. 
Brazil is expected to begin selling from the new crop 
earlier than the normal late June/early July start 
date. Brazil may be considering the possibility of 
negotiating long-term sales with refiners, following 
the footsteps of the Philippines, Panama and the 
Dominican Republic. The market tends to bounce 
from recent lows whether they can be chart support. 
points or just good prices. In any case, we adhere 
to our recommendation of long September sugar 
bought at the 14.50-14.60 level with stop protection 
below 13.82. 


Orange Juice 

The May 1976 citrus-futures contract ended its 
trading this week on a relatively strong note. For 
the first time sínce November 1973 a nearby 
contract has gone off the board at substantially less 
than carrying charges—May traded at 50 points 
under July in its final movements. The May was 
bought for delivery on a price basis (58-59 cents, 
roughly par to current delivered-in fruit prices), 
while the more distant contracts moved lower on 
new speculative selling. The recent configuration of 
open market positions mirror the above situation. 
In the past four weeks the speculative short 
position has gone up some 300 contracts (1,192 to 
1,489 lots). while the hedge long position has 
advanced some 200 contracts (1,292 to 1,496). 
Thro gh the 23rd week of this season, the industry 
is carrying. onhand (inventory) 8.6 million more 
gallons than itwas a year ago. Basis the May 10th 
USDA crop estimate, it appears that the industry 
will pack some five million gallons less out of the 
remaining Valencia fruit than it did a year ago. 
Thus, the projection is for an inventory of 3.6 
million gallons ahead of last year at the end of the 
production season. Last year movement for the 
remaining 29 weeks averaged 3-5 million per week, 
so that an average weekly movement of 3.6 million 
gallons this year would result in a season end 
inventory equal to last year's 46.5 million. 


Soybean Complex 

The soybean meal market continues to supply 
the background for the bull market in soybeans. 
July has now advanced more than .75 from the 
April reaction low while. November-agaim set new 
contract highs this past week, .70 above its. April 
low. Traders are talking about a $200 ! objective for 
meal and when one looks at the huge, six thonths 
base from which the bull move emerged, that $200 
objective does not look at all unreasonable from a 
technical point of view. Excellent domestic meal 
demand is being augmented by a large export 
offtake. Consumers were apparently lulled into a 
false sense of complacency during the bearish trend 
of last fall and the dull, sideways trend which lasted 
throughout the winter and early spring. Stocks 
were allowed to run down to uncomfortably low 
levels and the need .for replenishment of meal 
inventory and the desire to obtain forward coverage 
now finds consumers scampering for supplies. For 
some time an oppressively bearish picture of the 
soybean and product outlook was painted as ttaders 
focused on large carryover prospects of soybeans, 
perhaps in the 280/330 million bushel range, a 
worldwide glut of vegetable oils, and an outlook for 
a modest build up in meal stocks during the 1975-76 
season' resulting from an expanded' crush. The 
publicity attending the Brazilian soybean surplus 
with strong export competition adding further 
pressure rounded out a generally pessimistic 
attitude on the part of speculative and trade 
interests. All of that has changed. Should the 
present strong demand for meal continue, the 
Soybean disappearance figures may exceed 
expectations, with both crush and exports running 
beyond the recent projections. Thus, a carryover 
closer to 220 million bushels may be seen. This, in 
itself, niight not be sufficient to fuel a bull market, 
but in the face of the 9.6% acreage reduction for the

Opposed to 
this is the ever-tightening old crop supply situation 
and a series of bullish developments such as a 
sharply lower stocks in all positions report, 
additional bookings of old crop corn exports to 
USSR, active commercial demand for old crop 
futures, and expectations for increased shipments 
out of Chicago warehouses over the course of the 
next couple of months which fnay tighten up the 
deliverable supply situation. At week's end the

GOLD COAST 
GARDENER

With our recent heavy 
rains we have had a rapid 
increase in the amount of 
fungus diseases in area 
lawns. This certainly is a 
problem that should be 
corrected and not allowed to 
go untreated. 

The most common pro- 
blem right now is a foliage 
disease of grass called gray 
leaf spot. This appears as 
small brown flecks or spot« 
on the green blade of ‘grass 
and these spots gradually 
enlarge and kill much of the 
grass blade. This commonly 
occurs during periods of 
warm, humid weather such 
as what we are experiencing 
right now. 

Another more serious 
fungus disease which is 
developing is brown patch 
and this not only attacks the 
foliage but also kills grass 


stems and roots. This 
disease starts out as a 
circular area in distinct 


patches and gradually en- 
larges. Patches that are 
close together may come 
together and form larger 
patches. E 

These two fungus diseases 
аге the most common ones 
to be alert ‘to, but 
occasionally rust diseases or 
blights also may occur. 

We are fortunate that on 
most lawn diseases it is not 
-песеззагу іо havea different 
chemical for each type of 
disease, and most of the 
time the chemicals used are 
what we call broad spectrum 
types. Area garden stores 
carry .a wide range of 
products that dre very 
effective for controlling lawn 
diseases IF USED PRO- 
PERLY. 

It is important that 
control measures be started 
as soon as the damage is 
first apparently. since. most 
diseases spread very rapidly 
by means of spores. Rainy 
weather will also tend to 
spread the disease by 
splashing rain drops contain- 
ing disease spores on to new 
areas.

(1) .Diseases are less 
likely to attack grass that 
has been properly maintain- 
ed according to recommend- 
ed cultural practices. 

(2) Diseases are more 
prevalent during periods of 
im weather and abundant 
Ssistwre so-these are the 
limes wou should be more 
alest for these problems. 

(8) Many types of injury 
such as that caused by 
nematodes, insects, exces- 
sive spilling of chemicals 
such as fertilizer or impro- 
per mowing can many times 
be confused with disease 
damage. It is a good idea to 
eliminate these possibilities 
before beginning, control 
measures. An easy way to 
determine whether or not 
the problem is a disease is 
when the grass continues to 
die or the condition spreads 
to new areas. 

(4) When applying fungi- 
cides it is important that 
they be applied properly so 
that maximum benefits can 
be obtained. In most cases 
the entire area should be 
treated and not just the 
affected spot. 


(5) All chemicals should 
be put out at the proper rate 
and in the proper manner in 
accordance with the manu 
facturer's. directions. 

(6) Make sure that the 
treated area л not mowed or 
sprinkled for at least 24 
hours. If rainfall occurs 
very quickly after applying 
the fungicide it will probably 
be necessary to re-apply it. 

(7) In most instances 
more than one application 
will be needed to achieve 
complete control and fungi 
cides may be applied every 
10 to 14 days if necessary.

lovers. Prices of coffee 
already have soared, as 
anyone who buys the 


groceries knows, but further 
damaging cold weather in 
Brazil and troubles in other 
coffee-producing countries 
couldjmake things worse. 

Cold weather reports from 
Brazil have become more 
frequent in recent days. In 
August of last year, there 
was a killer frost that almost. 
destroyed the coffee crop in 
Parana state that was to be 
harvested this year. 

Brazil had been expected 
to produce 29 billion 
pounds; instead, it, will have 
about 1.19 billion pounds for 
1976-77. Because of a 
tightness ^ i world-wide 
green coffee supplies caused 
by the frost and damaging 
rains in Colombia, green 
coffee beans have been 
offered for as much as $1.72 
per pound, compared with 
71 cents last July before the 
Brazilian frost. 

Shipments of coffee from 
Angola, in Africa, have been 
disrupted by the recent war 


and the price has more 
than doubled. There have 
been few coffee beans 
available from any other 
source. m vx
